Pope Benedict’s Answer to 
“Who was Jesus?” 

In his new book, Jesus of Nazareth , Pope 
Benedict XVI shares a compelling portrait of 
Jesus that inspires readers to encounter, face 
to face, the central figure of the Christian 
faith. He believes that everything in 
Christianity depends on building an “intimate 
friendship with Jesus” and shares his search 
for what he terms “the face of the Lord.” The 
pope invites Christians into his classroom and, 
among other things, asks them to pray more 
intelligently, to view the beatitudes as a 
roadmap for the church, and to read the 
Gospels both critically and with love.

Scripture

Reflection 

•Are you aware of the presence of the Holy 
Spirit? 

The Spirit alone guides us to the Son and 
draws us to the Father. Indeed, “the Spirit 
bears witness with our spirit that we are sons 
of God” (Romans 8:16)... Praying means 
allowing the Spirit to instruct us; the Spirit 
allows us to understand and taste the things of 
God. He gives us, in particular, an 
understanding of God's plan; he brings us into 
the ways of God. The Spirit gives us this 
important discernment, this gift of wisdom, 
which allows us to discern what is according 
to God's will in such a way as to bring it to 
bear on our practical decisions and to 
establish a hierarchy of values and order our 
occupations, not according to human wisdom 
and prudence, but also to the folly of the cross 
and the inspiration of the Gospel.... The Spirit 
gives us a sense of spiritual things and a just 
hierarchy of values to be found there. 1

Sparks From Mark 

Origins of Whole Community Catechesis 

The following factors have led to the development of whole community catechesis. 

• Influence of several important documents that have been issued during the past three decades, (these were in last weeks Sparks) 

• Direction provided by the General Directory for Catechesis (GDC), in particular, “The Christian community is the origin, locus, and goal of 

catechesis. Proclamation of the Gospel always begins with the Christian community and invites [people] to conversion and the following of 
Christ.” (GDC, 254) 

’’Catechesis is the responsibility of the entire Christian community...Continuing education in the faith is a question which concerns the 
whole community: catechesis, therefore, is an educational activity which arises from the particular responsibility of every member of the 
community...The Christian community follows the development of catechetical processes, for children, young people and adults, as a duty 
that involves and binds it directly.” (GDC, 220) 

• Growing awareness of the pivotal role of adult catechesis and frustration with a perceived failure to achieve this goal: "...the organizing 
principle, which gives coherence to the various catechetical programs offered by a particular Church, is attention to adult catechesis. This is 
the axis around which revolves the catechesis of childhood and adolescence as well as that of old age." (GDC, 275) 
Many of those working in parishes have come to accept this principle and yet have been increasingly frustrated by what are perceived to be 
repeated failed attempts to put this into practice. In particular, there is a sense that our best efforts to provide substantive and attractive adult 
faith formation opportunities have largely fallen on deaf ears or, at best, attracted only a core group of parish "regulars." 

• An experience of the Rite of Christian Initiation as an inspiration for all catechesis. Many people in parishes have experienced the powerful 
and positive effects of the Rite of Christian Initiation on the entire community. Those aspects of the RCIA process that particularly resonate 
include the emphasis on evangelization, the centrality of the Sunday Eucharist, the importance of small group faith sharing and the necessary 
support of the entire parish. 

• Development of the concepts of intergenerational/whole community catechesis within the youth ministry context. These two concepts found 
an early home in the world of youth ministry. Renewing the Vision (1997) spurred a movement toward family-centered and intergenerational 
catechesis that naturally spread beyond the confines of youth ministry. 

• A sense that parish communities need to look at ways to coordinate their diverse catechetical programs and to provide a common focus. 
"These different programs of catechesis, each with its own socio-cultural variations, should not be organized separately as though they were 
'separate compartments without any communication between them.' It is necessary that the catechesis offered by a particular Church be well 
coordinated. Among the diverse forms of catechesis 'their perfect complementary must be fostered.'" (GDC, 275)
